Hartman  takes  a  shot  at  Hoosier  Hysteria

An  IPFW  student  with  a  passion  for 
basketball  got  what  he  calls  a  once  in  a 
lifetime  chance  to  lake  part  in  the 
filming  of  a  movie  about  Indiana's 
basketball  spirit. 

Craig  Hartman,  a  freshman  at  IPFW, 
went  lo  Indianapolis  this  month  to  play 
the  part  of  a  high  school  basketball 
player  in  the  film  "Hoosiers,"  starring 
Gene  Hackman,  thai  wilt  finish  filming 
in  Indiana  this  week. 

The  film  is  based  on  the  1954 
basketball  learn  of  tiny  Milan  high 
school,  a  school  of  150  students,  Hart- 
man knew  Ihe  slory.  "It's  pretty  well 
known  among  people  who  follow  high 
school  basketball, "  he  said.  Only  seven 
or  eight  people  went  oul  for  the  Milan 
team,  but,  they  got  a  team  logelher  and 
went  through  the  season  and  on  lo  the 
slate  championships.  There,  in  the  final 
seconds  of  the  game,  they  beat 
powerhouse  Muncie  Central  by  a  score 
of  32-30, 

Hartman.  who  has  been  shooting 
baskets  ever  since  he  could  hold  onto  a 
basketball,  says  he  is  a  real  basketball 
freak  "I  love  basketball,  especially 
Indiana  high  school  and  college 
basketball.  It  has  been  a  part  of  my  life 
for  a  long  time,"  he  said. 

When  the  word  got  out  the  film 
makers  would  be  casting  roles  for 
"Hoosiers"  in  Indiana,  some  of  Hart- 
man's  friends  called  him,  knowing  how 
much  he  loved  basketball,  and 
suggested  he  go  down  and  try  out.  "i 
Ihoughi  I  might  as  well  take  a  shot  al 
It,"  he  said  So,  in  August  he  went  to 
Indianapolis  lo  try  out  along  with  700 
other  hopeful  young  men. 

'Everybody  looked  the  same," 
Hartman  said.  "Everybody  was  5'n", 
had  their  hair  combed  to  the  side,  and 
just  looked  like  a  Hoosier.  I  Ihoughi  I'd 
never  getapart," 

Hartman  survived  several   casting 


cuts  and  was  among  the  final  IH  people 
lo  be  considered  tor  a  part.  At  the 
Iryouls  he  had  lo  play  basketball  and 
read  scripts  bul  in  the  end  he  did  not  get 
one  of  Ihe  parts  being  cast. 

Then  last  month  Ihe  movie  people 
called  andsaidlheyhada  pari  for  him, 

Hartman  plays  a  member  of  an  op- 
posing team  Ihe  fictional  Hickory  High 
Huskers  play  early  in  their  cham- 
pionship season, 

"It  wasn't  what  I  expecled,"  said 
Hartman,  about  the  filming.  "It  was  so 
technical,  everything  had  to  be  perfect 
In  fact  they  even  told  me  how'  lo  wear 
my  socks,"  he  said,  A  scene  which 
might  be  two  minutes  long  in  the 
finished  film  took  four  hours  to  shoot 
the  day  Hartman  was  there. 

Tlicy  filmed  for  15  hours  that  day. 
"There  was  a  lot  of  waiting  and  just 
doing  il  over  and  over  again,"  he  said. 

In  order  lo  make  Ihe  players  look  like 
they  were  really  playing  ball  instead  of 
standing  around,  the  movie  crew  called 
for  "sprints  and  spritz".  "They  would 
shoul  Ihal  oul  and  we'd  start  running 
sprints:"  said  Hartman.  "As  soon  as 
you  slarl  breathing  heavy  they  grease 
you  up  with  this  sluff  thai  makes  you 
glow  and  then  they  would  sprilz  water 
all  over  lo  make  you  look  sweaty.  Then 
after  shooting  a  tew  shots  if  we'd  gel 
dried  off  they  would  yell  sprints  and 
sprilzagain,  ' 

Harlman  got  to  meet  a  lot  of  Ihe  key 
people  making  the  film  like  screen- 
writer Angelo  Pizzo,  director  David 
Anspaugh,  and  aclor  Gene  Hackman. 
"He  (Hackman)  was  really  nice,  intact 
he  came  up  and  started  talking  lo  me," 
said  Harlman, 

Hartman  enjoyed  watching  a 
professional  like  Hackman,  who  plays 
the  Hickory  coach,  at  work,  "He  was 
really  good.  One  minute  he  was  talking 
to  me  about  Ihe  Chicago  Bears  only 
being  a  four  point  favorite  in  the  Miami 
game  and  then   the   next   minute   he
